This  year  the  Registrar-General  has  given  his  estimate  of  the 
mid-year  population  as  74,270,  which  continues  to  show  a rate  of 
increase  comparable  with  that  of  each  year  during  the  lafet  decade. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  population  ten  years  ago  was  just 
over  30,000. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  20T6  shows  a small  increase  on  the 
previous  year  when  the  figure  was  19*8,  and  is  appreciably  higher 
than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  17*4. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  12*9  per  1,000  of  the  population 
shows  a slight  increase  on  last  year,  and  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales.  The  distribution  of  the  causes  of  death 
shows  little  change.  Cancer  of  the  lung  is  slightly  increased,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  it  is  fourteen  times  more  prevalent  in  males 
than  females.  Likewise  there  is  a slight  increase  of  deaths  from 
coronary  disease.  It  is  again  twice  as  prevalent  in  males  than  females. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  compares  favourably 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  very  gratifying  and  a tribute  to  the  midwifery  and  hospital 
services  that  there  was  not  a single  death  in  the  District  attributable 
to  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

(i)  Staff: 

The  particulars  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

(ii)  Laboratory  Facilities: 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Milton  Road,  Portsmouth,  and 
meet  all  requirements  for  the  Department  and  for  the  General 
Practitioners. 

(iii)  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  equivalent  of  8 J District  Nurses  were 
serving  in  the  area  and  these  were  employed  in  general  domiciliary 
nursing. 

Sick  room  equipment  has  been  available  on  loan  as  sanctioned 
by  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  The  British  Red 
Cross  Society  act  as  the  Agents  for  the  Council  in  providing  this 
service. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  and  the  number  of  cases  attended 
by  District  Nurses  are  given  below:

(iv)  Ante-Natal,  and  Post-Natal  Clinics: 

The  Council  do  not  hold  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinics  but 
facilities  are  available  for  patients  to  attend  sessions  held  by  general 
practitioners  in  their  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  attend 
these  clinics. 

Relaxation  classes  are  held  weekly  with  a Health  Visitor  in 
attendance. 

(v)  Child  Welfare  Clinics: 

An  average  of  32  Child  Welfare  sessions  are  held  each  month, 
and  during  the  year  380  sessions  were  held. 

A list  of  centres  at  which  clinics  are  held  is  given  on  pages  12 
and  13.

(vi)  Health  Visitors: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 3 Health  Visitors,  all  of  whom 
also  acted  as  School  Nurses.  The  figures  below  give  details  of  some

(vii)  Inspection  of  Nursing  Homes: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  Nursing  Homes  registered 
in  the  District,  and  all  were  regularly  inspected.  One  Nursing  Home 
was  closed  during  the  year. 

(viii)  Home  Help  Service : 

The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase.  The 
equivalent  of  20  full-time  Home  Helps  were  employed  and  they 
attended  419  individual  cases,  which  accounted  for  43,718  hours 
of  work.  Slightly  more  than  half  of  the  cases  attended  were  those 
classified  as  aged  infirm  and  aged  sick.  Approximately  one  quarter 
of  the  cases  attended  were  in  respect  of  maternity  patients.

Illustrated  talks  have  been  given  to  groups  of  traders,  to  nursing 
and  expectant  mothers,  and  to  various  organisations  in  the  district. 

(xviii)  Progress  in  Provision  of  Mental  Health  Services: 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  a Parent-Teacher  Association 
was  formed  in  connection  with  the  Rachel  Madocks  Training  Centre. 
This  Association  is  of  great  help  to  both  teachers  and  parents  in 
understanding  the  many  problems  associated  with  the  mentally 
handicapped  trainees. 
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(xix)  Progress  in  the  Provision  of  Chiropody  Services: 

A Chiropody  Service  is  provided  on  a voluntary  basis  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  whose  clinics 
now  cover  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District. 

(xx)  National  Assistance  Act,  1948: 

Section  29  and  30 — 

The  provision  of  services,  under  the  above  sections,  is  delegated 
to  this  Authority,  but  under  my  direction,  visits  and  recommendat- 
ions are  made  initially,  by  a County  Welfare  Officer. 

During  the  year,  seven  disabled  or  handicapped  persons  were 
assisted  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  ways: 

Provision  of  handrails  to  halls  and  staircases. 

Provision  of  platforms  and  ramps  with  handrails  (for  wheel- 
chairs). 

Provision  of  a casement  window  to  replace  an  ordinary  window 
to  give  access  to  garden  for  a wheelchair. 

Provision  of  raised  toilet  seat. 

Provision  of  bath  seat  and  safety  rail. 

Provision  of  a suitable  access  from  road  for  a motor  tricycle. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Advisory  Committee 
on  the  Health  and  Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  recommended 
that  arrangements  should  be  made  to  issue  badges  to  identify  the 
vehicles  of  severely  disabled  drivers  who  had  difficulty  in  walking 
more  than  a short  distance,  in  order  to  ease  their  parking  problems. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  badges  had  been  issued  to  seventeen  applicants 
and  these  were  current  for  a period  of  one  year  commencing  1st 
January  1962. 

Section  47 — 

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  remove  from  their  homes 
two  persons  in  order  that  they  could  receive  proper  care  and 
attention. 

(xxi)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  (Regulation)  Act  1948: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10  Daily  Minders  were  registered  pro- 
viding for  a total  of  97  children  and  in  addition  four  premises  were 
registered  as  nurseries  providing  for  a total  of  90  children. 

All  were  regularly  inspected  and  a reasonable  standard  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(i)  Water : 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Portsmouth  and  Gosport  Water 
Company  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

Samples  are  taken  by  the  Water  Company  every  second  week 
and  the  water  is  consistently  shown  to  be  of  a high  standard  of 
purity  and  chemically  satisfactory. 

In  addition  ten  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year  by  this 
Authority  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satis- 
factory. 

(ii)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

Arrangements  are  reasonably  adequate  for  most  of  the  District, 
but  a scheme  for  extensions  in  Hayling  Island  is  being  considered. 

(iii)  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District. 

(iv)  Refuse  Collection : 

The  Council  maintain  a direct  labour  force  which  is  controlled 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Refuse  collections  are  made  weekly. 

(v)  Mosquito  Control : 

During  January  and  February  work  was  confined  to  clearing, 
recutting  and  desilting  of  drainage  channels,  many  of  which  were 
in  poor  shape  owing  to  the  continual  wet  weather  of  the  previous 
six  months. 

Owing  to  extremely  mild  conditions,  mosquito  larvae  were 
found  to  be  in  an  advanced  state  of  growth  much  earlier  than  usual 
and  the  first  round  of  inspection,  with  necessary  oiling,  was  com- 
menced on  8th  March.  Subsequent  inspections  were  carried  out  at 
fortnightly  intervals  throughout  the  breeding  season. 

Large  numbers  of  larvae  and  pupae  were  found  and  destroyed 
during  March,  April  and  May,  when  conditions  were  very  favourable 
for  breeding,  the  marshlands  taking  a long  time  to  recover  from  their 
waterlogged  condition  after  the  wet  winter. 

The  weather  improved  considerably  towards  the  end  of  May 
and  breeding  areas  began  to  dry  up.  Conditions  remained  favourable 
for  control  work  until  the  end  of  October;  during  this  period  breed- 
ing was  restricted  to  the  more  permanent  ponds,  sea  wall  channels 
and  low  areas  bordering  sluice  outlets. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  on  the  winter  cleaning  of  drain- 
age channels  during  October,  November  and  December  — this 
work  considerably  restricts  areas  where  breeding  takes  place.

The  176  licences  issued  cover  the  stationing  of  1,754  caravans, 
and  1,379  of  these  are  on  16  sites  of  10  or  more  caravans.  These 
larger  sites  have  accepted  the  conditions  of  the  licences  readily  and 
are  going  ahead  with  installations.  The  160  owners  of  the  smaller 
sites  have  been  slower  in  getting  on  with  the  work  they  are  required 
to  complete  by  1962. 
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The  five  holiday  camps  continue  to  improve  their  amenities 
and  the  services  provided.

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  success  of  efforts 
to  clear  the  District  of  rats  and  mice  depends  largely  upon  the 
co-operation  of  the  general  public  in  reporting  whenever  rats  and 
mice  are  seen  or  known  to  exist.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetenas  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  are 
available  at  all  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  at  the  surgeries  of 
General  Practitioners. 

(i)  Poliomyelitis : 

No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  available  for  all  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  40  years.  The  Salk  vaccine  was  in  use  throughout 
1961,  the  course  being  two  injections  separated  by  an  interval  of 
one  month  and  followed  after  another  six  months  or  more  by  a 
third  injection.  Fourth  injections  a year  or  more  later  were  given 
to  children  up  to  the  age  of  12  years. 

A comparison  between  the  figures  for  third  injections  given  in 
1961  and  the  number  given  during  1960  shows  a substantial  decrease. 
From  September  to  the  end  of  1961  third  injections  were  suspended 
by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  ease  a temporary  shortage 
of  vaccine  throughout  the  country. 

During  part  of  the  year  a mobile  caravan  clinic  was  stationed 
in  the  District  but  response  from  the  public  was  disappointingly 
small.

(viii)  Tuberculosis: 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  to  me  by  Dr.  J. 
P.  Sharp,  Chest  Physician,  Havant  Chest  Clinic,  Queen  Alexandra 
Hospital,  Cosham. 

“The  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  the  Register  at  31st 
December,  1961,  totalled  670  compared  with  725  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Of  these  628  are  respiratory  patients. 

New  notifications  during  the  year  totalled  29,  and  the  number 
of  transfers  into  the  area  were  49. 

Again  as  in  recent  years  the  majority  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
has  been  among  men  past  middle  age. 

We  have  been  continuing  to  follow  up  the  contacts  of  all 
thirteen  year  old  children  who  are  found  at  school  to  have  a positive 
Heaf  test,  and  as  a result  one  active  sputum  positive  case  which  was 
previously  unsuspected  has  come  to  light.”

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The  immense  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  notifications  is 
in  keeping  with  experience  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  1961  having 
been  a year  of  widespread  measles  epidemics. 

The  incidence  of  the  other  notifiable  diseases  remains  at  a 
reassuringly  low  level.  Once  again  a year  has  passed  without  a 
single  case  of  either  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  being  notified  in  the 
area. 


From  time  to  time  during  the  year  under  review  contacts  of 
cases  of  smallpox  have  come  to  reside  in  the  area.  All  necessary 
preventive  measures  have  been  immediately  taken  and  no  cases  of 
smallpox  have  arisen  therefrom. 
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
